Washington, Nov. 2.—The Pan­ 
ama Canal has been closed to nav­ 
igation by another landslide. Col. 
Goethal hopes to have

again by Wednesday. 
Colonel Goethals cabled the ca­ 
nal commission late today: 
“ Rapid movement of slide mat 
in the br«*ak north of Gold hill 
losked 
the 
channel 
Saturday. 
Hope to open channel by Wednes­ 
day. 
As understood at the canal offi­ 
ce». the slide is only an aftermath 
of the big slide of Oct. 14, when 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
yards of earth and rock slowly 
slipped from the hillside down in­ 
to the channel prism. A channel 
was promptly cut through 
this 
mat. 
Colonel 
Goethals lias stated 
there is no known w ay of stopping 
these landslides in Culehra Cut; 
that the engineers must content 
themselves with removing the mat 
as fast as it falls into the canal 
until the strata of earth and rock 
have been permanently adjusted 
to the change in their base caused 
by the digging of the canal. This 
process may

on for 
many 
months. It is said, however, that 
navigation of the canal will not 
be seriously interrupted for more 
than a fewr days at a time.

FRANCE BOYS HORSES 


IN FORT WORTH 


W. 0. Rominger and Co. and Hart 
Brothers to Fill Orders in 
Weekly Consignments. 


Ft. Worth, Texas, Nov. 2.—The 
French government has contract­ 
ed for 13,000 head of cavalry and 
artillery horses with W. O. Rom­ 
inger & Co. and Hart Bros. Three 
thousand have been shipped and 
the balance of the order will be 
accepted at the rate of 1,250 head 
per week. 
Prices paid range from «$115 to 
$140. Preference is given to hors­ 
es weighing 900 to 1300 pounds. 
All cavalry horses must be broken 
to the saddle and 
all 
artillery 
horses must be broken to harness. 
No mules are being purchased. 
Mr. Rominger says that it is a 
large job to fill such a large order 
in such a short 
time. 
He says 
there are enough horses in Texas 
to fill the requirements of the war­ 
ring nations, but theat the supply 
is not excessive. 
“ We expect to fill the order for 
13,000 horses within two months," 
said Mr. Rominger. “ If the war 
is still in progress we have 
the

Villa and General Zapata refuse 
to leave the country with Carran­ 
za we will have war. 
The only 
way 
to guarantee 
peace is for 
these three chieftains to leave the 
field. General Gutierrez is a brave 
and honorable soldier, but the con- 
v°ntion nmst live up to General 
Carranza's demands.” 
The 
constitutionalists 
peace 
convention has been in session at 
Aguas Calientes for nearly a 
month. Last night it accepted the 
resignation of General Carranza 
as first chief of the constitutional­ 
ist party. 
This resignation was 
accepted 
unconditionally. 
Villa 
resigned at the same time from the 
command of the northern division 
of the army. It then became in­ 
cumbent upon the convention to 
elect a provisional president. Its 
right so to act already has been 
suestioned in Mexico. 
The convention was called after 
General Carranza had entered 
Mexico City, 
its purpose was to 
compose the differences between 
revolutionary factions in the re­ 
public; to decide upon details of 
a form of government 
for 
the 
country, and determine the presi­ 
dential succession. Generals Car­ 
ranza, Villa and Zapata all were 
represented by delegates.

And by this last act 
they have fallen into a neat trap 
prepared for them by some of the 
Maderista congr«*Hsrnen, the snuii 
ones who so distinguished them* 
s«*lves as h«*ing responsible to a 
great extent in the cause« which 
le«l to the overthrow of the demo­ 
cratic government of the Aimstle 
Madero, and th«*se very same men 
are now causing more trouble for 
the nation through th«*ir intrigu»‘s 
and ambitions.

If the European war lasts as 
long as some predict the I nited 
Staes need have no fear of increas­ 
ed immigration, because there will 
he no male population to come ov­ 
er and later send hack after their 
female relatives.

Jikelv either to have to compete 
with the cheap labor of Europe.

for labor. The old law of supply 
and demand is going to make it­ 
self felt. The war is making enor­ 
mous inroads oil their supply of 
labor and by their destruction in­ 
creasing the future demand, Thus 
the demand will far outweigh the 
Supply.

pay more than the very 
lowest 
figure. 
As it is with the exchang­ 
es open, if cotton sell on the ex­ 
change for a certain price, that is 
; the price all over the country mi- 
! mis the cost of transportat ion to 
collection points. The price on the 
exchange is regulated by supply 
and demand and this law operates 
to control the price there just as 
effectively as i( regulates the price 
w e have to pay for cotton pickers 
or anything that the fanner buys 
or sells. 


It is almost certain that the en­ 
try of Turkey into the war will 
draw other nations into the strife. 
Italy will lot k with suspicion on 
any aggression of h ir old onemv. 
The Balkan states will he only too 
ready to grasp any opportunity to 
regain what they lost in the last 
part of tlie recent Balkan conflict.

There is stilt time to sow J 
winter oats in the Gulf states, tho j 
this work should be done at once j 
it good results are to he obtained. 
According to sjpecialists of the I it* 
ited States Department of Agri | 
culture, oats sown in the Southern j 
Suites during October or the first j 
half of November may be expect 
ed to produce at least twice the 
yield of 
grain 
obtained 
from j 
spring seeding. 
Winter gram may he sown on 
land which produced a 
crop of 
cotton, corn or cowpeas the past 
summer. 
If this land has not al- 
I read.v been plowed, it will be bet­ 
ter to make the surface soil fine 
and loose with tho disc or drag 
harrow than to delay seeding by 
plowing now. 
ib tter results are 
obtained from sowing 
with the 
drill than from broadcast seeding, 
though if a drill is not available, 
sow ing the seed broadcast on well- 
prepared land usually results in u 
good stand. If the preceding crop 
was well 
fertilized, 100 to 200 
pounds of acid phosphate will 1m* 
all that the oats require this fall, 
though a little nitrate of soda will 
help the fall growth, especially i* 
the soil is not already supplied 
with nitrogen from the growing of 
cowpeas or some other legume. A 
top dressing of 50 to 100 pounds of 
nitrate 
of soda 
applied 
when 
growth starts in the spring will 
greatly increase tin* yield. 
The variety of winter oats most 
commonly grown in the South is 
Red Rustproof. Appier, Lawson, 
Hundred Bushel, 
Bancroft 
and 
( look are selections or strains o' 
Red Rustproof which are said to 
he particularly valuable in some 
localities. The Fulghum is a pro- 
missing new variety 
which ma­ 
tures a week or ten days earlier 
than the |{ed Rustproof, and usu­ 
ally produces as much or 
more 
grain. As the kernals of all these 
varities are large, from 2 1-2 to 
3 1-2 bushels should be sown to the 
acre. The smaller quantity is suf­ 
ficient if the seed is drilled early 
on well-prepared land, while three 
bushels or more is needed while 
seed is sown broadcast late in the 
season. 
The W inter Turf or Vir­ 
ginia Gray is a very hardy variety 
which is valuable for pasture or 
hay production, hut does not yield 
as much grain in the 
Southern 
states as the Red Rustproof. 
On 
account of the small size of the 
kernels, only 11-2 bushels of seed 
of this veriety are required.

Heavy falling off of the Progres­ 
sive vote in many states, t I k * re­ 
turn to C o n g r e s s of former Speak­ 
er Joseph G. Cannon, decisive Re 
publican gains in New York and 
Illinois in the honsc membership 
and the overwhelming defeat of 
Representative 
A. Milchell Pal­ 
mer bv Senator BoiS Penrose in 
Pennsylvania were features of the 
early returns. 
Democratic leaders, 
however, 
were pleased by a triumph in Mas­ 
sachusetts, where farmer Kepr<* 
tentative Samuel L. Met all was 
defeated for the governorship by 
Governor Walsh. 
Early returns indicated that the 
Democrats would retain control of 
Congress with approximately no 
changes in tin* senate majority, 
but by a decidedly reduced major­ 
ity in the Houso.

FINANCIAL AND MARKET 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING 


A new note of hopefulness is 
noticed in the press of the coun­ 
try. Reports from the north and 
east indicate that factories are be­ 
ginning to pile up European or­ 
ders for supplies, both for 
war 
and peace. The recent slight rise 
in the price of cotton gives the 
farmers of the South hope that it 
will not he long until they will 
have a market for their cotton. 
Every indication is that our ex­ 
port trade is soon to receive nev. 
impetus. 
Europe is 
rapidly de­ 
stroying the supplies that 
th y 
had on hand at the beginning of 
the war, and to replace these they 
will have to come to the United 
States. Every other market of the 
■world is closed to them, and their 
own factories have 
been 
either 
closed or destroyed. 
Food is getting 
scarce, 
they 
need enormous supplies in motor 
vehicles and horses 
and before 
long there will be a demand for 
all kinds of clothing to replace tin* 
destruction wrought by the war. 
Below is given 
several 
items 
clipped at random from periodi- 
cales and newspapers indicating 
the extent and variety of orders 
for supplies that, is coming to us 
from E urope: 
The Bethlehem Steel company 
has received an order from France 
for 1,000 motor trucks. 
The harness makers of the mid­ 
dle West have received orders from 
Europe for $60,000 in saddles, sad­ 
dle-bags and harness. 
A representative of the Italian 
government is in New York to buy 
aeroplanes and aircraft motors. 
A rush order of 110,000 barrels 
of flour was received in St. Louis 
Thursday, the biggest single order 
of flour ever received. 
Galveston has just shipped a 
cargo of wheat to Greece. 
Orders have been placed with 
American manufacturers for 500.- 
000 blankets for soldiers at the 
front and for 200,000 more 
for 
horses. 
Tf they can be supplied 
the W ar Department will take a 
million more. 
The Carnegie company has an 
order for 17,000 tons of steel for 
Australia, on contracts which na-j 
lions at war are unable to fill. 


Great Britain has an order in 
Newr York for a million dollars in 
American machinery. 
Here are a few' more orders for 
war-time export, culled trom var­ 
ious newspapers : 
H alf a million reels of barbed

TURKEY ENTERS WAR 


AS 
6ERMAN ALLY

Germans Gain Naval Victory- 
Summary of Week’s War.

The entry of Turkey into the 
European war is the most impor­ 
tant development during the past 
week. After the sortie of the Tur- 
ko-German ships in the North sea 
the nations of the triple entente 
have all declared w'ar on Turkey. 
All of their ambassadors have left 
Constantinople and the allied na­ 
vy has made several attacks on the 
possessions of Turkey in the Med­ 
iterranean sea. England has seiz­ 
ed a Turk fort guarding the Suez 
canal and ordered martial lawr ov- 
er Egypt. 
Turkish troops along 
the Egyptian frontier have been 
driven back and precautions have 
been taken against Mohammedan 
influence against the English in 
India and in Egypt. 
The ktates 
of the Balkan Peninsula have been 
asked for an expression of their 
intentions by Russia. 
Italy is forming a new cabinet 
favorable to the war, and it is pre­ 
dicted that if Turkey is definitely 
involved that Italy will enter the 
war on the side of the allies. 
Wednesday a naval battle wag 
reported off the coast of Chile in 
South American water», between 
four British and 
four 
German 
ships, in which the Germans were 
victorious. 
Two of the 
British | 
ships were sunk 
and the others 
were disabled and had to tak e1 
refuge in the port of Valpariaso, j 
Chile. 
I 
There wras a German naval sor­ 
tie in the North sea Tuesday, but 
nothing has been learned of its 
actions. 
Along the line of battle in Bel­ 
gium and northern France there 
has been continuous fighting. Up 
until Tuesday the allies seem to 
have been uniformly 
successful. 
The Belgians cut the canal along 
the coast and the Germans were 
driven back with the land and 
naval forces acting together. 
Tuesday indicated that the Ger­ 
man attack was beginning to look 
serious for the allies. Heavy re 
inforcenients were brought up and 
attacked in places unexpected by 
the allies and they were forced to 
reire in several places. In other 
places the allies continue to be 
successful. 
In the eastern arena the Rus­ 
sians continue to drive the Ger­ 
mans before them. They seem to 
have weakened their forces in or­ 
der to strengthen their lines in 


France. In east Prussia the Rus­ 
sians claim to have inflicted a se­ 
vere defeat on the Germans Tues­ 
day, and they are retreating be­ 
fore the victorious armies. In Ga­ 
licia the Russians have also gained 
a decisive victory over the Aus­ 
trian». The German armies in Po­ 
land and Galicia have been stead­ 
ily retreating before the Russians 
and there has been no 
engage 
ments of importance. 
The Germans arc said to have a 
half million men ready to hurl 
against the allied lines in France, 
and some decisive fighting is ex­ 
pected in that division in a few 
days.
